Rudolph Huber, 16-year-old son
of Mr. and Mrs. Rudolplf A. Huber
of 1444 Post avenue, who 18 trave
elling around the world writes from
Kyoto, Japan, an interesting letter
about  his .experiences in the land
of chérry blossoms.
